Noted Novelist, Banished 

for Attacks on Dictator- 
- ship, Succumbs at Men- 
tone, France. 


STROVE TO DETHRONE 
KING FOR REPUBLIC 


Widely Known in America 
as Author of ‘Four 


Horsemen of Apocalypse’ 
—Was 61 Years Old. 


By the Argociated Press. 

MENTONE, France. Jan. 28.— 
Vicente Blasco Ibanez, Spanish 
novelist, whose “Four Horsemen of 
the Apocalypse” made him one of 
the most widely known of contem- 
porary writers, died in political ex- 
ile at Mentone-Garavan at 3:40 
o’clock this morning of a complica- 
tion of broncho-pneumonia and 
diabetes. 

His son, Igfrido, who hurried by 
airplane from Barcelona when 
news of the gravity of his father’s 
condition reached him, was at the 
bedside when the end came in the 
Ibanez villa, Fontana Rosa. 

The author had been long suffer- 
ing from diabetes but the malady 
had been yielding satisfactorily to 
treatment and it was thought that 
there was no immediate danger. 
Then, while working in his garden 
a few days ago, he caught a cold 
which yesterday developed into all 
the symptoms of pneumonia. The 
efforts of several doctors were un- 
able to halt the pFogress of the 
disease and the end came quickly. 

Worried Over Revolt Rumors, 

Ibanez might have resisted the 
pneumonia, said friends today, had 
not worry over reports that he 
was connected with the last Cata- 
lonian rising undermined his con- 
stitution. 


\bevdenying that I have either been 
jailed by the Spanish or am plot- 
ting against Premier Primo de Ri- 
vera,” Ibanez said a few days ago, 
adding a reiterated denial that he 
had any connection with various 
anti-royal Spanish plots discovered 
recently. 

“While my sympathies are un- 
deniably in favor of Spanish de- 
mocracy. I have not permitted any 
person to use my name for such 
movements and I have not given 
any money toward them,” he de- 
clared., 

The writer’s last work was a 
labor of love, for it was to trans- 
form his estate into the most beau- 
tiful on the Riviera to be left as 
a garden retreat for the writers of 
the world. He settled there four 
years ago and his first step was to 
remove all telephone wires. He 
placed a small tombstone where 
each telephone had been, declaring 
“the telephone and the radio are 
the world’s greatest nuisances.” 
Gardeners brought from all parts 
of France made the estate a veri- 
table flower field and Ibanez even- 
tually ended their labors by engag- 
ing French sculptors to doa series 
of busts of the 12 world’s most fa- 
mous authors, including Shakspeare 
and Dickens, but noticeable lack- 
ing in his fellow Spaniard, Cer- 
vantes. 

Thousands of Books in Villa.

MELLON TRYING 
T0 SHELVE VARE 
IN PENNSYLVANIA 


Secretary's Friends Playing 
Dangerous Politics in 
Senate Which May 
Give State to Democrats.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—Some 
extremely dangerous politics are 


now by the friends of Secretary of 
the Treasury Mellon, which might 
result in throwing Pennsylvania 
into the Democratic column in the 
next presidential electton, in the 
event Gov.

I will know no 
rest until the country ts free.” 


Wanted King Dethroned. 


Starting his ettacks on the king 
and government late in 1924, 
Ibanez declared that he would cir- 
culate the attacks all over the 
world. 

“Tam determined to dethrone the 
King of Spain and will remain in 
exile until I have succeeded. I am 
ready to spend all my wealth to

quite confused. 
Before starting for Panama, 


Gen. Lejeune issued a brigade or- 
der, reading in part: 

“While all the troops are worthy 
of high commendation, I have 
specially noted the brilliant man- 
ner in Which the air operations 
have been conducted, the military 
skill and courage displayed by the 
deatchments and columns which 
havé been in contact with the op- 
posing forces, and the tenacity with 
which planes and convoys are sur- 
mounting the difficulties of sup- 
plies. 

“I am looking forward with per- 
fect confidence to the successful 
accomplishment of the mission of 
the brigade and to the continuance 
of the good will existing between 
its personne! and the people of 


Gen. Jose Maria Moncada, Lib- 
eral candidate for President and 
former commander-in-chief of the 
Liberal forces, issued the following 
declaration regarding the Stimson 
peace pa@t and the constitutional- 
ity of the so-called McCoy elec- 
toral law: 

“The Stimson agreement Should 
be considered as a treaty of peace 
which the opposing parties signed 
at Tipitapa on May 4, 1927. The 
Government of the United States 
as a true mediator took charge in 
compliance with the treaty. 

“President Diaz and the political 
parties which struggled for powér 
in warfare agreed to a truce, really 
an armistice, during which the 
American Government as mediator 
would aid in the re-establishment 
of peace and in the formation and 


'education wf the National Guard. 


Requested by the entire country, 
which was tired and oppressed by 
so much shedding of brothers’ 
blood, the mediator as supreme ar- 
bitrator agreed to take charge of 
directing and conducting the elec- 
tions of 1928 in an impartial man- 
ner. 

“Both parties and the nation ft- 
self gave their word to the arbi- 
trator that they would carry out 
disarmament, forget their hatreds, 
work for peace and guarantee or- 
der and liberty, because this task 
could not be confided to those who 
were fighting. It is a notable ex- 
ample of compulsory arbitration 
accepted by the Nicaraguans. 

“Because it is a treaty this stip- 
ulation should be carried out in 
the form agreed upon by the Amer- 
ican Government. The important 
service of the mediator consists tn 
aiding a friendly country in re- 
storing the constitutional] regime. 

Defends McCoy Law. . 

“On the other hand, the McCoy 
law does not violate the Constitu- 
tion. It only establishes supervi- 
sion confided to the arbitrator, the 
manner of holding the election and 
the officers and authorities who 
shall carry out the law. It does 
not take away from Congress the 
constitutional power of declaring 
and proclaiming the results of the 
presidential election and of install. 
ing the elected candidates. 

“In a word, the McCoy law with- 
in constitutiona | Iimitations fol.- 
lews the process established by the 
Dodds law, which its stil! the law 
of the republic.” 

The McCoy electoral law has 
caused considerable division in the 
House of Deputies. It was adopt- 
ed by the Senate, and returned to 
the House, where it was subjected 
to amendments by Conservative 
members, who asserted that some

INDBERGH AHEAD

BOGOTA, Colombia, Jan. 

Colombia today paid tribute to Col. 

Charles A. Lindbergh, who blazed

dential palace to pay his respects

Over rugged moun- 
tain- enshrouded in clouds, past 
dense tropical jungles and danger- 
ous ravines and across an unknown 
country, Lindbergh flew on one of 
the most~ daring journeys of his 
present tour. 

Lindbergh had promised that he 
would be here at 3 p. m.

It Would | 


Chairman, Damage and Loss Division, Citizens’ Smoke Abatement League. 


HE campaign now being waged by the 
Citizens’ Smoke Abatement League is 
the latest of a series of attempts to combat 
what has become an intolerable annoyance 
and a serious reproach to the people of St. 
Louis. The League is probably better or- 
ganized and better financed than any of 
its predecessors, and there is every reason 
to believe that it will be able to show a 
very marked improvement by the end of 
the three-year period covered by its bud- 
ceted program. But organization and funds 
for a limited campaign, even where its dura- 
tion is as long as three years, are not in 
guarantee that su 9 
whatever degree it is achieved, will be per- 
manent. Other cities, of which Sait Lake 
City is a notable example, have accom- 
plished practical elimination of smoke, only 
to revert to original conditions as soon as 
active supervision was relaxed. In other 
words, we are dealing with a situation 
which demands the co-operation, not of all 
the people some of the time, or of some of 
the people all of the time, but of al! of 
the people all of the time. 
Not a Practical Solution. 
T is apparently very simple to dispose 


of this difficult problem by prohibiting 
the use of smoky coal, or what is the same 
thing, requiring the sole use of such fuels 
as gas, coke, anthracite or semi-bituminous 
coal. Several] recommenecations to this ef- 
fect have appeared from time to time, but 
they do not constitute a practical solution 
of the immediate problem for many reasons. 
It is evident that the prohibition of soft 
coal is not feasible unless smokeless fuel, in 
sufficient quantity to replace it, can be 
supplied, and it is quite clear that such sup- 
plies in the form of anthracite and semi- 
bituminous coal can not be secured. It has 
been proposed that the raw Illinois coal, 
instead of being burned directly, be dis- 
tilled to provide coke, gas and the usual! 
by-products. 

Probably this highly desirable consumma- 
tion will be achieved in time, but it is 
out of the question to look for the realiza- 
tion of this ideal in a @ufficiently short 
time to meet the pressing necessity of the 
situation that now confronts us. Such a 
program calls for a huge investment in 
plant and distributing matns, to say noth- 
ing of the immense expenditure required to 
adapt existing furnaces to the changed con- 
ditions. Time is required to develop a mar- 
ket for the large amount of fuel gas that 
would result if all the present Ilinois coal! 
were distilled, and it is even more to be 
doubted whether a market could at once 
be found for the large additional yield of 
by-products. Some day all of this will 
work itself out, but it will not be today 
or tomorrow or next year, and Wwe must 
apply remedies that are immediately ef- 
fective. e 

Coal Can Be Fired Smokelessly. 

AREFUL analysis of conditions wil! con- 


vince any unprejudiced observer that 
the cheap Illinols coal so abundantly pres- 
ent at our very doors must continue to be 
our major fuel for many years to come. It 
constitutes $0 per cent of the fuel* used 
at the present time. The chief problem is 
to disseminate information so that it may 
be burned effectively with a minimum of 
smoke. That it can be fired smokelessly. 
or practically se, is not a matter for argu- 
ment. It can be done, an@ [ft is being done 
ig ies Plants, particularly the large in- 
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dustrial establishments. The offenders are 
for the most part the apartment houses, pri- 
vate dwellings, and a few localized indus- 
tries such as the brick yards. Much may 
be done by teaching firemen and house- 
holders proper methods of firing, and ft is 
this function which the League has under- 
taken as its chief activity. 

The city and its immediately adjoining 
suburbs to the west (University City and 
Clayton) have been divided into eight dis- 
tricts for purposes of house to house ob- 
servation and instruction, and the active 
field work is in charge of Mr. Monett, chief 
engineer of the League, assisted by a staff 
of 32 men, eight of whom serve as super- 
visors, one in each district. Some idea of 
the magnitude of the undertaking may be 
gleaned from the fact that in December 
these men made 6253 household visits, and 
that 304 persistent smokers were perma- 
nently corrected. Moreover, the League 
has taken over the operation of the Firing 
School, located at Hodjiamont and Olive 

treet road, where instruction in proper 
methods of firing are given regularly to all 
who apply. During December such instruc- 
tion was given to 272 persons. Here, too, 
the technica! division of the League is con- 
ducting much interesting and valuable re- 
search on the general problem of smoke- 
less combustion, and it may confidently be 
predicted that the results will help to pro- 
vide a scientific basis for furnace construc- 
tion in place of the primitive hit-and-miss 
design that now prevails. 

Smoke Abatement Takes Time. . 

HE results of this work must not be 


judged too hastily, for it has been under 
way-only since last October. A single sea- 
som is not sufficient to make the rounds 
of the entire city, and if occasional bad 
days occur, as on Christmas Saturday and 
Sunday, it must be remembered that the 
fault is not entirely due to insufficient pa- 
trol and instruction, but mainly to atmos 
pheric stagnation over which we have no 
control. In another year the reduction in 
the amount of smoke will be‘ decidedly no- 
ticeable, and by the end of the third year it 
will certainly be more than cut in two. 

But what wil] happen after the third 
year? The League will have exhausted its 
funds by that time, and we must face the 
fact that comparative smokelessness comes 
only as the reward of ceaseless vigilance. 
That means two things: First, the raising 
of more money; second, the initiation of 
active steps to prosecute persistent offend- 
ers, who are unwilling to display a decent 
regard for the common welfare. and to 
compel them, after sufficient warning, 
either to put in equipment that will burn 
the coal smokelessly, or else to adopt a fuel 
that can be burned properly in faulty ex- 
isting furnaces. 


How to Raise Future Funds. 
HE raising of additional funds can be 


accomplished quite reddily, not by so- 
liciting subscriptions from public spirited 
citizens as has been done to finance the 
present work, but by imposing a municipal 
tax of from 1 to 2 cents per ton on all soft 
coal used in the city. Not only will this 
provide a sufficent sum (from $59.000 to 
$1¢0.00° per annum) to maintain the nec- 
essary force of inspection, but the burden 
will be placed on those who are either 
actually or potentially responsible for 
smoke. Such a tax is exactly analogous 
to the gasoline tax now ievied on automobile 
users. the justice of which no one will deny.
